I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annua3.  Report  for  the  year 
ending  19^9  a-s  directed  by  the  Bihlic  Health  Officers  Regulations, 

Vital  Statistics  ”•  The  increase  in  population  during  the  year  was  500, 
80  less  than  the  amount  recorded  for  the  preceding  year.  As  in  the 
previous  year,  this  increase  must  'be  due  t®  immigration  as  the  number 
of  deaths  exceeded  the  number  of  births  by  ij-. 

Mortality  - The  picture  is  as  in  previous  years  following  much  the  same 
pattern,  11%  of  all  deaths  occurred  over  the  age  of  65  years. 

Social  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  •”  The  main  points  of  this  section 
of  my  report  are  covered  in  the  section  prepared  by  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  to  whom  it  is  my  pleasa.nt  duty  once  again  to  record

close  liaison  with  the  family  doctor  to  enable  the  child  to  receive 
the  greatest  benefit*. 

During  the  year,  one  Child  Health  Clinic  ceased  to  operate.  There 
are  13  Child  Welfare  CliJiio.s  situated  in  the  Rural  District,  10 
of  these  clinics  also  have  a,.  doct©r  in  attendance.

Regulations®  The  Officsij,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  regulates  the 
air  space  for  employees  onl-jj,  and  has  no  bearing  on  food  hygiene® 


It  has  teeGine  a universal  praotice  in  recent  years  to  provide 
flat  or  maisonette  aecosmiodation  on  new  housing  estates  for  essential 
shops  Segc  ROOSTS g feutoherSp  rewsagents  and  post  offices  and  household 
supplies®  It  is  readily  apparent  that  the  requirements  for  these  shops 
in  terms  of  space  a,nd.  layout  are  vastly  different®  Yet  it  is  the  usual 
practies  to  sonstruot  lock  up  shops  of  a s.hape  and  size  governed  fey  the 
design  of  the  flats  or  ma.isonettes  fexiilt  above  them®  Thusy  a "butcher’s 
requiring  shop  spao%  room  for  preparation  and  cold  storages  and  grocer’s 
needing  a large  area  for  self  servicsj,  space  for  ware.housing  and  food 
pr-eparationj  for  the  recaption  @f  bulky  goods  and  the  storage  of  re- 
turnable containers^  are  off  grad  the  same  accommodation  ©a  a*  f?hop  wishing 
to  sell  new£p8,pers  a,nd  statioriery®  invariably,  food  preparation  and 
storage  suffers  and  In,  no  tim©^  sma.ll  tsheds  and  back  additions  are 
formed  to  asoommodats  the  overspill® 

Since  the  shops  retired  on  estates  are  usually  of  the  same  type, 
developertS*  az^shitects  ought  to  design  for  individual  require.ments®

Towards  the  end  ef  the  jearj,  ® re-suinr-ey  of  lower  rated,  pre-war 
houses  was  commenoed  to  ©Ibtaia  information  regarding  unfitness,  suita- 
bility for  improvement  and  ©verorowding®  Early  impresrsions  are  that 
only  a small  number  of  dwell., lag®  remain  unfit  and  incapable  of  repair 
at  reasonable  cost,  many  laok  ameiaities  a,nd  are  capable  of  improvement, 
and  only  exceptionally,  overorowdiiig  present* 

Improvement  and  Standard  feants 

Engiiiries  regarding  p'asits  avaiJ,a,ble  for  the  improvement  of 
property  have  increased  considerably  sino®  more  ge.nerous  assistance 
became  available  under  the  Housing  Act,  I969  and  national  publicity 
may  have  misled  owners  into  belieTing  t.hat  central  heating  systems, 
the  rsp  la  cement  of  worn  ©nt  fittings  and  the  rectification  of  minor 
defects  now  attracts  granta--  fro®  public  funds*  Many  temnts  remain 
unaware  that  they  may  reqiaest  the  Council  to  require  landlords  to 
improve  houses  w.hieh  lack  modern  amienities  and  others,  when  infcrmed 
of  their  ri^it®,  ref.rairA  fro®  applying,  fear^ing  rent  increases  they 
caimot  ai“fcrdo 

The  Counoil  has  now  aptproved  611  Discretionary  and  3-18  Stan.dard 
grants  since  legislation  was  iatrodmoed  and.  this  considerable  number 
represents  on®  garter  ©f  the  privately  owned  pre-war'  houses  in  the 
district#

The  Council  a^eed  tu  prwide  an  additoml  two  standings  on  the  Caravan 
site  at  Eorest  Lane  5 Pam'bsr  Heath  arM  accommodation  for*  32  dwellings  will 
be  available*  The  site  was  fallj  occupied  throughout  the  yearj,  hut  a large 
number  of  applicants  remained  on  the  Council's  waiting  list  at  the  end  of 
the  year* 

At  the  same  time  the  nimher  of  applications  made  for  planning  permission 
in  respect  of  single  caravans continued  unabated*  Generally  speaking. 

County  policy  not  to  grant  permisaion  w®  adhered  to,  but  in  cases  where 
permission  to  station  a caravan  a®3st  to  a.  relative's  house  was  sou^t, 
temporary  permission  wa©  granted®  No  application  was  received  for  per- 
mission to  establish  a large  caravan  site  in.  spite  of  an  obvious  demand* 

In  this  respect,  the  County  policy  to  dascoixrage  what  is  regarded  as 
sub-standard  accommodation  is  singularly  successful*  In  view  of  the  con- 
tinued housing  shortage,  ftm  .hi^  price  of  land  and  the  difficulty 
experienced  by  young  married  couples  to  obtadn’a  mortgage  and  in  view 
of  the  revolution  that  ha.s  oco^OTsdin  the  desi^  ard  construction  of 
caravans,  one  questions'  whether  this  policy  should  not  be  reviewed* 

Modern  caravans  are  provMsd  almost  invariably,  with  bathrooms,  ami  W*C®*5 
and  require  not.hlng  more  than  a.  flexible  connection  to  main  services* 

The  days  of  the  to;ilet  block  and.  bath  house  appear  to  be  numbered*  This 
may  possibly  encourage  sit©  ope.rators  to  consider  developing  new  sites* 

One  case  of  harassment  was  ‘eported*  Electricity  was  cut,  allegedly 
because  of  dangerous  wiring,  and  repa.irs  involving  considerable  incon- 
venience to  the  occupiers  were  proposed. 


OFFICES*  SHOm  AM)  RAILY/AY  PREMISES  ACT*  1963 


Inspection  of  preaiises  durii'ig  the  year*  revealed  remai'kably  little 
change  either  in  the  type  of  business  or  the  mmnber  of  people  employed. 
Accidents  reported  were  of  a minor  nature  only*  It  is  still  found 
necessary  to  reminid  business  ©miers  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and 
indeed  in  many  cases  of  A®t®S  existsnoe*  In  a-11  oases  where  plans 
are  deposited  for  the  ©onstruotion  of  new  premises,  or  the  alteration  of 
existing  premises,  owners  ar©  notified  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act 
and  their  attention  drawn  to  deficiencies  or  errors  in  their  prop- 
osals* Owners  generally  appreciate  this  information  at  this  early 
stage  and  administration  of  the-  Act  is  made  much  easier* 


There  are  265  persom  employed  in  79  registered  premises  in  the 
district.  Approximately  75^  of  these  are  employed  in  retail  shops, 
canteens  etc*,  which  received  regular  visits  in  respect  of  food 
hygiene.  Most  of  the  remainder  are  employed  in  5ma.ll  offices  whicsii 
continue  to  comply  with  regulrements® 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


All  samples  taken  from  supplies  were  proved  satisfactory* 

There  are  still  a number  of  isolated  properties  whiclu  rely  on  wells 
and  rain  water  tarsks*  Several  cf  'the  wei.ls  are  sampled  regularly 
as  their  purity  remains  doubtful* 
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Refuse  and  Salvage  Colie ctioa 


By  the  eM  of  the  yearj,  23  of  the  34  parishes  in  the  district 
were  served  hy  a weekly  lba©k=dcor  paper  sack  collection  and  by  the 
Autumn  of  1970'  the  whole  district  will  'be  trexsf erred  to  this 
ser’/ioe® 

With  very  few  exceptions j,  householders  appreciate  the  improved 
service  the  Gounoil  ha.s  iatroviaced.  and  in  particular  the  discontinuance 
of  •keflaside’’  coliectionSp  but  it  is  urifoiftunate  that  some  mis-use 
the  paper  and  plasti©  sadks  for  purposes  other  than  refuse  and  salvage 
oontalSrSo  Employees  prefer  ©ollecting  paper  saaks  to  dustbins ^ but 
find  the  additional  walking  ijnvolved  more  tiringo  The  development  of 
new  estates 5 a general  increa.s@  in  the  volume  of  refuse j,  together  with 
absentseeism  and  above  average  siakaess  among  employees^  placed  the 
regular  wee-lcly  service  the  'ratepayers  expect  under  severe  strain^  at 
times*  Difficulties  remaisaed  in  recruiting  and  retadning  suitable 
labour  and.^,  with  more  conge .nial  and  remunerative  employment  so  readily 
avail-able  in  the  locality j,  little  improirement  can  be  foreseen* 

Standard  Bedford  open  lorries  used  for  collections  are  much  less 
costly  to  maintain  than  conventional  refuse  vehioies  fitted  with 
complicated  me!siaa,nioal  eguipment;*  Each  load  of  refuse  is  weighed 
at  the  destructor  andj,  based  upon  readings'  taken  since  last  Octobers 
it  is  estimated  that  some  4|)320  toM  are  collected  arjiually*  In 
addition  the  Gounoil  undertakes  the  ©ollection  fi'ee  of  charge  of 
bulky  household  article Sj,  ajod  this  does  much  to  prevent  spoliation 
of  the  country® id^e 


Refuse  Disposal 


Since  the  Autanm.  when  the  Corporatiom®  Destructor  commenced 
i-’eceiving  crude  refuse j,  Marnel  Dell  has  ‘been  used  only  for  the 
disposal  of  about  tons  ©f  destructor  ash  weekly  and  for 

incombustible  material®  The  latter  consists  laainlj  of  trade  refuse 
for  which  charges  are  impossdj  and  bulky  household  ai'tioles 
coUeot'Sd  by  both  Coumils  ©a  special  collections  or  as  pai^t  ef 
Civic  Amenities  Act  reaponsibili.ties®

In  due  sours-Sj,  and  after  proposed  schemes  in  several  other  parishes 
are  in  op«^^ati®np  the  Council-  wi.ll  pr©ba.bly  wish  to  consider  -whether 
charges  for  this  work  can  b®  dissontimsd*  In  the  meantime  work  is 
performed  at  the  f ©lloidng  rate®  §>=

For  the  first  time  since  th5^  service  oommenced,  disposal 
difficulties  have  ea-aed®  The  Corporation’s  sewers  are  used 
regularly  for  this  purpose- p and  the  Council  has  by  agreement 
with  an  ownerp  disposed  of  vehicles®  contents  by  broad  Irrigation 
on  land  at  Wootton  Sto  Lawrences  I®  addition  local  loads  are 
discharged  into  convenient  pits  a.t  Dummer  and  Preston  Candover 
and  on  arable  land  when  convenient  to  farmers. 


In  Aprilp  the  Riblic  Health  Committee  considered  the  condition 
of  lay-bys  on  major  roads  in  tiie  district  and  in  July,  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  County  Council,,  provided  sack  holders  and  containers 
and  canmenced  the  twice  weekly  removal  of  litter, 

8C^  of  the  labour  and  transport  costuS  are  recovered  from  the 
County  Council,  This  service  hs.s  done  much  to  improve  the 
condition  of  the  lay-bys,  but  in  particular  those  sited  on  trunk 
roads  continue  to  receive  regular  attention  from  vandals. 

Several  lay-bys  provide  popular  overnight  stays  for  long  distant 
haulage  drivers  aM  fox'  caravanners.  Large  qiuantities  of  refuse 
are  produced  and  mu.ch  of  the  serious  fouling  of  adjoining  land  and 
hedgerows  can  be  attributsd  t®  them,  A few  years  ago.  the  Council 
considered  the  cost  of  providing  and  maintaining  mobile  toilets 
on  lay-bys.  to  be  excessive.  It  is  probably  inopportune  to  re- 
consider this  d-eoision  for  the  time  being,  as  the  opening  of  the 
M3  motorway  is  likely  cons iderab3.y  to  reduce  the  volume  of  traffic 
now  using  the  A, 30  road.

Conducive  weather  oonditioa©  during  Autumn  and  Winter  together 
with  an  abundance  of  acorn®  and  other  foods,  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  rat  infestations,  particularly  in,  fields  and  woodlands. 

It  was  disconcerting  to  learn  that  warfarin  resistant  rats 
have  been  detected  onJ.j  e,  short  distance  from  our  north-western 
boundary.  As  rats  are  known  to  advance  about  three  miles  annually 
and  one  pair  produces  four  litters  each  of  seven  or  eight  young  and 
these  too,  begin  breeding  at  an  3.ge  of  three  months,  there  is  a 
distinct  possibility  that  migrations  into  this  ax’ea  will  follow,  but 
indications  s©  far,  are  tha.t  effor^bs  to  contain  them  have  been 
successful. 

No  doubt  research  being  undei-taksai  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  will  produce  an  adternative  to  warfarin,  tiiat  is 
equally  harmless  to  other  anima-ls,  but  in  the  meantime  alternative 
poisons  will,  be  used  as  the  occasion  arises. 

In  December  the  Council  decided  to  continue  to  treat  other  pest 
infestations  such  as  wasps,  flies,  cockroaches  and  ants  free  of  charge 
where  a healtii  haz^d  is  involved,  but  in  othei'  .cases  a standiiig 
change  of  £1,  per  treatment  is  m5,de«

By  the  end  of  'the  year  tha  Basingstoke  Borougli  refuse 
destructor  was  in.  full  operation  and  no  difficulties  were 
experienced  with  regard  to  grit  and  dust  emissior.a< 

The  onl^'-  furnaces  installed  daring  the  year  were  in 
factories  and  warehouses  iiffiiiediatslj  adjoining  the  Borough 
of  Basingstoke  and  directly  connacted  with  town  expansion. 

In  all  cases  the  furAia.ces  were  oil  fired® 

Complaints  were  again  mads  regardin.g  smoke  emitted  in 
connection  with  a charcoal  huraing  'business  in  the  north  of 
the  district,  although  it  is  sited  approximately  half  a mile 
from  the  nearest  village.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  this 
process  can  he  conducted  without  iafriagJjag  t.he  requirements 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  but  the  proprietor  of  the  site  is 
attempting  some  experimental  work,  in  an  end.e9.vour  to  design 
a smokeless  furnace®  Prom  enquiries  that  .b.ax^e  'been  made  it  appears 
that  none  of  the  'bodies  dar^ectly  csoaaerned  with  clean  air  had 
any  detailed,  knowledge  of  the  problems  connected  with  this  rural 
industry.

As  anticipated,  oosapl,ai.sts  were  received  regar^ding  roadworks 
in  connection  with  the  oonstruotion  of  tlae  Ee3  motorway.  Other 
complaints  were  of  a.  more  domestic  laabar®  .arirsing  Utsually  from 
barking  dogs  or  .from  people  being  thQUi^tlesa  in  the  use  of  tools 
or  machinery.  In  no  case  was  it  f@Aind  necessary  to  sei’ve  a notice,

In  view  of  the  number  of  different  aspects  in  which  this 
department  has  become  involved  ia  ©©mieatJ.on  with  the  construction 
of  the  motorway  througji  the  district  it  was  felt  this  should  receive 
special  mention. 

Initially,  during  site  oleara.nce  a paJJL  of  blatck  rsmoke  was  seen 
almost  daily  as  result  of  the  use  of  old  ro,oter  tyres  to  facilitate 
the  burning  of  scrub  and  ®th®r  rabbish.  The  quantity  of  tyres  used 
by  contractors  engaged  in  thig  typie  of  Wvork  9.ppears  to  be  out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  .ru.bbish  to  be  burne'd®  That  this  practice 
contravened  to  Clean  Air  Act  was  igfeored®

The  noise  of  earthmoTing  equipment  operating  during  the  entire 
hours  of  day  light  was  oonsiderahle  arid  it  was  apparent  that  com- 
plaints of  nuisance  would  he  receivedo  Fortunately,  the  motorway 
crosses  the  souttiern  part  ©f  the  district  where  the  density  of 
population  is  lowest* 

Ubise  readings  taic.sa  on  a typical  day  outside  one  house  affected 
showed  peak  readings  ®f  85  dBa  at  intervals  of  1 minute  against  a 
normal  reading  of  6G  dBa«  Hoise  levels  inside  the  house  with  all 
doors  and  windows  closed  (on  a hot  day)  were  65  dBa  on  average  with 
peaks  of  70 

Complaints  were  also  .made  regarding  the  large  quantities  of 
chalk  dust  arising  from  the  roadworks* 

The  contractor ®'s  main  offices  and  depot  were  sited  in  the 
area  invo.lving  the  erection  of  several  mobile  office  buildings,  a 
canteen,  toilet  facilities  and  associated  services  and  the  Council 
were  asked  to  arrange  for  the  emptying  of  the  cesspit  provided* 

Canteen  facilities  on  this  type  of  site  are  often  primitive 
and  require  constant  supervision* 

On  arrival  of  the  main  labour  force,  a large  number  of  caravans 
were  stationed  along  the  route  of  the  motorway.  As  accommodation 
for  persons  employed  on  eagiaieering  operations  stationed  on  or  adjoin- 
ing land  on  which  the  ope.rati©ns  were  being  carried  out,  these  sites 
were  exempt  fi^om  licensing  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  I960*  No  application  fcK’-  the  withdrawal,  of  this 
exemption  was  mMe  to  the  Ministry  as  the  caravans  were  generally 
provided  with  similar  facilities  to  those  which  would  normally  have 
been  required  under  ooaditioa®  @f  licence*  In  one  case,  permission 
was  sought  to  use  land  away  from  the  m.©torway  as  a caravan  site* 
Temporary  permission  was  granted  and  provision  has  been  ma.de  for 
a mains  water  supply  and  water  closet®  with  cesspit  drainage* 

There  ha.ve  been  many  problems,  but  t.he  Contractor's  agents 
have  so  far  proved  ©o~opera.tiv®e  Since  the  motorway  is  not  due  to 
open  until  1971s  problems  ai'«  'l£ke3y  to  continue  to  arise* 


CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  AM)  REMOVAL  OF  VEHICLES  REG-ULATIONS 


Under  this  heading  the  Gounoil  arranges  regular  collections  of 
bulky  household  articles  free  of  ©barge*  Much  of  this  work  involves 
overtime* 

In  addition,  abandoned  vehicles  are  removed  from  the  higiriway, 
stored  perdlng  snqiitdess  regarding  ©wners.b.ip,  and  eventually  disposed 
of*  During  19o59  19  ,ve.hiol®s  were  removed  from  hi^ways  and  a further 
6l  were  collected  by  a vehicle  breaker*
